Speed of the Cartier Pigeon. 


Some years ago Griflit made some 
observations (recorded in The Field, 
Feb. 19, 1887), in a closed ga!lery 
on the speed attained by ‘‘blue- 
rock”’ pigeons and English pheas- 
and partridges. * The two fist 
mentioned flew at the rate of only 
82.8 miles an hour, while the part- 
ridge made but 28.4 miles, and 
these sates were all considerably in 
excess of what they made in the op- 
en. The carrier pigeon is a rather 
fast flying bird, yet the average 
speed is not very great. Thus, the 
average made in eighteen matches 
(The Field, Jan, 22, 1887) was only 
86 Eng'ish miles an hour, although 
in two of these trials a speed of 
about 55 miles was maintained for 
four successive hours. In this coun- 
try, the average racing speed is ap- 
parently only about 35 miles 
an hour, although a few exceptional- 
ly rapid birds have made short-d's- 
tance flights at the rate of from 
45 to 52 miles an hour. ‘The long- 
est record flight uf a carrier pigcon 
was from Pensacola, Fla., to Fall 
River, Mass., an air-line distance of 
1,183 miles, made in 154 days, or 
only about 76 miles a day.—Popular 
Science Monthly.

NEW FORCE IN AFRICA, 


The British Gover;:ment Has Decided to 
Create w Native Army. 


The British Government has decid- 
ed to crcate a native army in its 
various protcctorates on the castern 
coast of Africa. Somaliland, Hast 
Africa, Uganda and Central Africa. 
Somaliland was created a protector- 
ate in 1884, East Africa in 1895, 
Uganda in 1894, and Central Africa 


in 1891. In both of these districts 
the ruling powers have erected and 
maintained forces composed of na- 


tives, oflicered by British, and serv- 
ing solely under the authority of the 
Nesident or Commiss:oner, 

The new order combines these sep- 
arate organizations into ‘The King’s 
African Rifles,’’ under a_ brigadier- 
general, whose headquarters will be 
I He will be under 
the supervision of the British For- 
eign Office, and will spend a part of 
each year in England, advising the 
Foreign Secretary. The resultant 
army is described as the nucleus of a 
hew native army for colonial defence. 
Lut is really the first step in the di- 
rection of making colonies out of the 
titular protectorates, which in two 
cases have come under British super- 
vision by way of ‘‘chartered compan- 
ies.’’ It will not be long, probably, 
lefore the Residents or Commission- 
ers are succeeded by Governors, and 
the protectorates become colonies in 
name as Well as in fact. 

The natives have shown themselves 
to be excellent soldiers; they have 
been put to severe tests in several 
expeditio’ “y movements, and have 
leit little vo be desired. Detach- 
ments from two battalions of the 
Central Africa Rifles visited England 
a year ago, and made a goo im- 
pression; and the new force can prob- 
ably be filled several times over from 
natives who apply for enlistment. 
Six battalions—regiments t: every- 
i! ag but name—are to be created— 
two Con'ral Africa and two Uganda 
battalions and one East Africa and 
ove Somaliland battalion. ‘These 
will be permanent organizations, of- 
ficered by officers detached froim their 
regular command. In view of the 
successful development of the native 
Irdi:n troops, which have a certain 
percentage cf which officers appoint- 
ed permanently, it is possible a siim- 
ilar system may be introduced in the 
King’s African Rifles. 

It has been proposed that the pro- 
visional Puerto Rico regiment of in- 
funtry and the Philippine scouts he 
incorporated in the permanent estab- 
lishment of the United States army. 
The success of the Puerto Rico r 
ment, composed of natives officered 
from the, ‘‘Mainland,"’ is an argu- 
inent for such incorporation, and the 
suce:%s of the British in India with 
thei: native regiments, and in Africa 
and elsewhere, is still another argu- 
ment. 


Now Testamont in Uraid Scots. + 


“The New ‘Testament in Braid 
Scots,’’ rendered by Rev. William 
Wye Smith of St. Catharines, Vais- 
ley, 1901. This is a very curious 
and interesting undertaking, and one 
not very easy of accomplishment, 
writes Prof. Clark, of Toronto; for, 
although it may be contended thyt 
broad Scotch is not properly  dcs- 
cribed as a dialect of English, “it 
can hardly be said, with strict ac- 
curacy, that it is a language in 
the sense that English was a lan- 
guage before it became the xeceived 
speech of the people in a number of 
dialects, Hence it is that any ren- 
dering of a book into broad Scotch 
must be only partially satisfactory 
to Scotch readers. * Johnnie 
Gibb,’’ for example, written in the 
dialect of Aberdeen, would be alinost 
unintelligible to a native of Ayr- 
shire. The translater of the 
volume before us has selected what 
we might call the common Scotch 
dialect—that is to say, a language 
not spoken in any part of Scotland, 
and yet in another’ sense, sj oken 
and understood throughout the 
whole country. Indeed, if we were 
to imagine a classical Scotch lan- 
guage being formed, we imagine that 
it would be very much the language 
that Mr. Wye Smith has ‘adopted. 
It is obvious, therefore, that if 
this work was worth doing, the 
translator has done it in the best 
possible lines. With regard to the 
intrinsic qualities of the translator 
we have nothing but good to say. 
The translator has very properly 
availed himself of many of the ren- 
derings of the revised version, and 
generally we agree with him in his 
choice. We can quite imagine that 
a version like this, read by a judi- 
cious friend, may afford much com- 


fort to some aged Scottish immi-

a*month for his house, On the 
other side Secretary Wilson, who is 
comparatively a poor man, lives in ja 
house that rents for not more than $75 
fn month, » Postmaster General Smith 
spent his éntire salary of $8,000 a year 
and was compelled to write magazine 
articles “nnd to add-to his. income in 
other ways to maintain his establish- 
ment. He finally wearted of the strug- 
gle and took apartmiénts at a hotel. 

Each cabinet minister is expected 
once @ year to entertain the president 
and his associates at dinner, Beyond 
this he can cut out dinner giving. The 

, secretary of state in addition- must give 
a breakfast once a year to the diplo- 
matic. corps. Secretary Day resigned 
because he ‘could not afford to follow 
the social pace. 

Carriages and -horses are furnished 
by the government to cabinet mem- 
bers, ~ All other_expenses they must 
pay themselves. A member of the 
cabinet maintaining his own house 
would Haye to expend at least $15,000 
ao year, or nearly double his salary, to 
keep up even ordinary appearances. 

Attorney General Knox upon taking 
up his residence in Washington began 
oy purchasing a house costing $140,000 
and bringing with him a team of 
horses that cost $12,000.

James S. Clarkson when he became 
first assistant postmaster general rent- 
ed a house at $3,800 a year. His sal- 
ary was $4,000.

’ WHEAT. 

The United States market for 
wheat dropped to the lowest figure 
for the present crop last week. The 
quotations show a decline of 2c per 
| biaBel from a week ago. The cause 
of the decline is attributed to the 
favorable weather for the winter 
crop in the States, together with an 
absence of buying for export. At the 
same time it may be noted that 
within the last fortnight there have 
been reported large quantities sold 
for export, and many reports from 
the winter situation contradictory of 
the probability that ~the winter 
wheat crop as a whole is in a flour- 
ishing condition. The facts appear 
to ke that umless each day as: it 
comes shows enormous sales for ex- 
port and at the same time gives 
large crop damage reports, there are 
parties owning wheat who get ner- 
vous and lét it go at a loss, and | 
others ready to sell short, and on 
the other hand as soom as anything 
occurs to prompt the idea that 
wheat may advance these same par- 
ties get on the buying side and of 
coursr an advance takes place. 
truth of the situation seems to be 
that stocks, visible and invisible, 
are not extra large, that exporting 
countries outside of North America 
have in the aggregtite only very mod- 
erate suppliés in evidence to sell to 
Europe, where the surplus is needed. 
That the requirements of importing 
countries are fully larger than usual 
between now and September 1, and 
that present prices, though fair, are 
not high, and besides this, the pre- 
sent prospect for the ensuing sea- 
son's crops, though not discourag- 
ing, is not particularly bright, and 
that unless there is very favorable 
crop weather during the growing 
season the ultimate aggregate yield 
may be such as to cause present 
prices to be looked back upon as ex- 
tremely moderate. 

Manitoba wheat has been extreme- 
ly dull. Owing to the decline in 
United States markets, and the fact 
that exporters and buyers generally 
are well loaded up with wheat, 
which they cannot get turned over 
before the opening of lake naviga- 
tion, buyers have held back this 
week from buying more persistent- 
ly than they have done at any time 
during this season. Prices at the 
end of last week were: No. 1 hard, 
spot, 72\%c; No. 1 northern, TOM at 
Fort William.
